Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . - On the 15th April 1956 Acting on information 
received , a police party under Shu R Ď Pande, IPS, 
Superintendent of Police Shahjahanpur $ uitounded the 
village in which 1 gang of dacoits including the notorious 
Bhikar Murao was hiding to the police cordon closed in , 
the gang attempted to escapc but was forced back into the 
village Thereupon , Shu Pande enteicd the village with a 
small police party to try to locate the liousc into which the 
gang had retreated when they approached it Bhikari fired 
on Shri Pande wounding him in the neck fortunately not 
Heriously lhe dacoits then took up positions on the roof of 
the house from where thcy fired on the police In the engu 
ing gun battle Bhikari was wounded but continued to fire 
from the roof top The remainder of the gang jumped down

3 . The Servicc shall be recruited by the following methods:-- 
(a ) By appointment of candidates as Special Class Appren 

riccs of the results of an examination to be held in 

India in accordance with Part II of those Rules . 
(b ) By competitive exainination held in India in accor 

dance with Part III of these Rules. 
( c) By promotion of specially qualified officers of the Class

(d ) By occasional admission of other qualified persons

NOTE . - Candidates selected as Special Class Apprentices under 
Rule 3 (a ) shall be required to undergo practical and theorc 
tical training.

6 . An examination for selection of candidates for appoint 
menç as Special Class apprentices in the Mechanical Engineer 
Ing & Transportation (Power) Department of the Superior 
Revenuc Establishment of Indian Railways shall be held in 
India at such times and places as may be prescribed in the 
Notice issued by the Commission .

11. A candidate must have attained the age of 16 years 
and must not have attained the age of 19 years on the 3rd 
day of August , 1957 .
